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Owner says arson 
cause of fire

It was burnt,” Gary Galbert said of a house he owns 
on KY 52 West. 

The house he was referring to is at 2928 Hwy 52 
West. 

On Wednesday night, July 31, the home was severely 
damaged by fire, and Galbert is sure it was arson. 

“I suspect arson,” he said Monday. “I’ve got some 
suspects.” 

Galbert said that an out building had been destroyed 
by fire in June, and a gasoline can had been found at 
the scene. 

A person had been renting the house, but had moved 
out recently. Galbert said the person was behind in rent, 
but he was willing to let her back in if she paid some on 
her back rent, and kept up with her payments. 

Some of the renter’s belongings were still in the house 
when it caught fire. 

Galbert said he was trying to get in touch with the state 
arson investigator to look into the cause of the blaze. 

While walking through the ruins Monday he came 
across a copperhead that he smashed and threw out into 


the yard. 

He said he could understand why anyone would want to destroy 
the house because he has had no problems with anyone. 

According to Beattyville/Lee County Dispatch, the blaze was put 
out by the Beattyville/Lee County Volunteer Fire Department. 


City gets $$$ for 
Southside Water 

Money for purchase-renovation 

The City of Beattyville was notified last 
week that it has received the funding for the 
purchase and renovation of the Southside Water 
Association. 

USD A Rural Development State Director 
Tom Fem announced last Thursday that USDA 
approved a $436,000 loan and a $209,000 grant 
for the purchase and renovation. 

The funds will be used to also pay off the 
association’s existing debt. 

According to a USDA press release, all of the 
association’s existing meters will be replaced 
“to be compatible with the city’s system and to 
insure accurate readings.” 

The association has 485 customers. 

The loan portion of the USDA funding will 
have a 40-year repayment period at an interest 
rate of 2.75 percent. The total cost of the project 
is estimated at $645,000.

Delinquent taxpayers can 
learn about payments 


Lee County property owners who are delinquent 
in paying their 2012 taxes can enter into a payment plan 
by attending a clinic Friday, August 16, at the Happy Top 
Community Center. 

The clinic, is being held by AppalReD Legal Aid in con¬ 
junction with the Lee County Attorney’s office. 

By attending the clinic, and entering a payment agree¬ 
ment, the property owners can avoid their taxes being sold, 
and costing them even more money. 

Once unpaid property taxes are sold, taxpayers are no 
longer able to work with their local county attorney’s office 
to make a payment plan, and third-party purchasers may 


add additional fees to the unpaid property taxes. If the 
taxpayer does not come to an agreement with a third-party 
purchaser, the third-party purchaser can then file suit against 
the taxpayer seeking to foreclose on the home. 

“Not many taxpayers are aware of the increased costs 
and fees that are associated with the purchase of delinquent 
taxes by third-party purchasers, who can tack on in excess 
of $2,000 in fees for bills as small as $150,” says Stefanie 
Ebbens Kingsley, attorney for AppalReD. “It is important 
to keep the money in our local communities, to pay property 
taxes to ensure that the money goes to support our county 
services, and to maintain the residential property values.” 


The Lee County Property Valuation Administrator will 
also be at the clinic to answer taxpayer questions about 
property values and discuss with taxpayers issues such as 
how some retired and disable individuals may receive either 
a partial or full exemption on property taxes based on the 
value of their property. In addition, AppalReD attorneys 
will be at the clinics to provide assistance to taxpayers who 
taxes have already been sold to third-party purchases. 

AppalReD Legal Aid provides civil legal services to 
low-income individuals in Eastern and South Central 
Kentucky. 

The clinic will be from 10 a. m. to 2 p. m.

Opinion Editorial - 
Comprehensive Immigration Reform: 
Pro-Growth and Pro-Agriculture

Earlier this year, the U.S. 
Senate passed a commonsense 
immigration reform measure in 
a strongly bipartisan fashion. 
This was an important step in 
the right direction - especially 
for producers, farm workers 
and rural communities. 

The historic legislation 
passed by the Senate provides 
a pathway to earned citizen¬ 
ship for the 11 million people 
who are in our country today 
without authorization. They 
will have to go to the back of 
the line, pay fines and settle 
taxes they owe our nation. 

It would modernize the sys¬ 
tem that we use to bring skilled 
workers into the United States. 
And it would put in place the 
toughest border security plan 
that America has ever seen 
- building on steps that have 
reduced illegal border cross¬ 
ings to their lowest level in 
decades. 

The non-partisan Congres¬ 
sional Budget Office found 
that the Senate bill would 
reduce the deficit over the 
next 20 years by nearly $850 
billion, and the Social Security 
Administration estimates that 
this immigration bill would 
add nearly $300 billion to the 
Social Security system in the 
next decade. 

This bill is also important 
for rural America. Recently, 
the White House economic 
team released a new report 
highlighting the positive eco¬ 
nomic benefits that common- 
sense immigration reform 
would provide for agriculture 
and rural communities. 

The report highlights re¬ 
search showing that without 
a stable workforce, America’s 
record agricultural productiv¬ 
ity will decline in coming 
years. In Kentucky, for ex¬ 
ample, eliminating the im¬ 


migrant labor force would 
cost more than $14.1 million 
- $25.4 million in short-term 
production losses. There are 
85,260 farms in Kentucky that 
sell approximately $4.8 billion 
in agricultural products. Non¬ 
citizen farmworkers accounted 
for 26% of all farmworkers in 
Kentucky between 2007 and 
2011. 

Immigrants already make 
important contributions to 
Kentucky’s economy. For ex¬ 
ample, Kentucky’s labor force 
is 4.2% foreign-bom. 

The Senate bill addresses 
this concern by taking much- 
needed steps to ensure a stable 
agricultural workforce, and a 
fair system for U.S. producers 
and farm workers. In particu¬ 
lar, it would give qualifying 
farm workers an expedited 
path to earned citizenship, as 
long as they continue to work 
in agriculture. A new tempo¬ 
rary worker program would 
replace the current H-2A visa 
program over time, and allow 
farm workers a three-year visa 
to work year-round in any 
agricultural job. 

This commonsense system 
wouldn’t just prevent a decline 
in production - it would grow 
the economy. Research high¬ 
lighted in the White House re¬ 
port projects that an expanded 
temporary worker program 
would increase both produc¬ 
tion and exports across our 
agriculture sector. 

Under the Senate proposal, 
USD A would play a greater 
role in implementing farm 
labor programs and ensuring 
that farmers and ranchers have 
all the information they need. 
As Congress continues to 
work on this issue, Secretary 
Vilsack and all of us at USD A 
are committed to working with 
lawmakers to be sure they 


have any technical assistance 
they might need to finalize 
these proposals. 

Immigration reform is 
very important for farmers, 
farm workers and communi¬ 
ties across rural America. The 
majority of our agriculture 
workforce is made up of im¬ 
migrants, and their hard work 
has helped America’s farmers 
and ranchers lead the world. 
To remain competitive and 
keep driving economic growth 
in rural America, we need 
rules that work. Rural America 
needs Congress to act as soon 
as possible to carry forward 
the work of the U.S. Senate 
and fix today’s broken immi¬ 
gration system.

As I travel the state, I am 
frequently asked what I can 
do about high gas prices and 
price fluctuations across the 
Commonwealth. 

I understand the frustra¬ 
tion with high gas prices. I 
understand how tough it is on 
hard-working families. No one 
wants to choose between fill¬ 
ing up the gas tank or putting 
food on the table or paying a 
bill. And many of us rely on 
our vehicles to get to work, so 
that we can pay our bills. Be 
assured, protecting Kentucky 
consumers at the gas pumps is 
a top priority of mine. 

So, why are gas prices in 
parts of Kentucky between 12 
and 20 cents higher on aver¬ 
age? In 2008, we launched an 
investigation into the whole¬ 
sale price of gasoline. 

Our experts uncovered 
strong data to suggest that 
Marathon’s acquisition of 
Ashland Oil in the late 1990s 
negatively impacted competi¬ 
tion in the wholesale gasoline

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market in Kentucky. In other 
words, our investigation indi¬ 
cated Marathon has a regional 
monopoly that allows it to 
manipulate gas prices at the 
wholesale level. Even after 
approving the merger in the 
1990s, the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission (FTC) warned that of 
the nine states involved in the 
merger, one state bears watch¬ 
ing- that was Kentucky. 

Marathon, which bases its 
prices off of the Chicago Spot 
Market, is the dominant sup¬ 
plier of gas to retailers who 
sell that gas in Kentucky. In 
Louisville and Northern Ken¬ 
tucky, where the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) 
mandates that reformulated 
gas (RFG) must be used, it 
supplies nearly 100 percent of 
the wholesale RFG. Whether 
you buy gas at a Chevron sta¬ 
tion, BP or Thornton’s, you 
are likely buying Marathon 
gas. EPA requirements account 
for about a 10-cent increase 
in the price of reformulated 
gas. Our investigation shows 
the monopoly accounts for 
the additional 5 to 10 cent 
difference. 

After we completed our 
investigation in 2008, we 
provided then FTC Chair¬ 
man Jon Leibowitz with our 
findings because this is an 
antitrust issue that falls under 
the FTC’s jurisdiction. The 
FTC did nothing. We even 
made our case to the U.S. At¬ 
torney General and the Justice 
Department’s Oil and Gas 
Price Fraud Working Group. 
Again, federal regulators have 
done nothing to address Mar¬ 
athon’s dominant position in 
Kentucky. 

I refuse to let this matter 
rest. Recently, I spoke with the 
FTC’s new Chairwoman Edith 
Ramirez about our findings 


and have sent our report to the 
Commission for a second re¬ 
view. I have also spoken with 
FTC Commissioner Julie Brill 
about this matter. 

It is also important to note, 
price differences between 
communities are not necessar¬ 
ily indicative of price-gouging 
or price fixing. Legitimate 
cost and competitive differ¬ 
ences may cause the price 
of gasoline to be higher in 
one community than another. 
Similarly, it is not necessarily 
an antitrust violation if one 
station matches a competitor’s 
price as long as there is no 
agreement to fix prices. 

Kentucky’s price-gouging 
statute can only be triggered 
by the Governor during a 
declared emergency and for 
a specific amount of time 
following that emergency. 
This statute prohibits price 
increases for certain com¬ 
modities/emergency supplies 
grossly in excess of pre-dec¬ 
laration prices. So, a supplier 
may increase its prices during 
a time of emergency, only if its 
costs increase. Gouging is only 
a small part of the problem 
here in the Commonwealth. 

We have been vigilant in 
protecting consumers against 
price-gouging at the pumps. 
As you may recall, we fined 
retailers into the six figures 
in the wake of Hurricanes 
Katrina, Ike and the Ice Storm 
for gouging. 

As your Attorney General, 
I have taken action against 
retailers who have gouged 
consumers at the pumps. I 
have studied and identified the 
broader issue of Marathon’s 
stranglehold on the wholesale 
gas market in Kentucky. Now, 
it’s time for federal regulators 
to take action and I again call 
on them to do so.

Greatness 

What is it that causes a man 
to be great?

EYELID LIFE MAY LEAD TO DRY EYE 


While an eyelid lift 
(blepharoplasty) is a plastic 
surgery procedure well known 
for its ability to rejuvenate 
the upper face by reducing 
sagging eyebrows, it may 
also lead to a lesser-known 
complication. According to 
an examination of the medi¬ 
cal records of nearly 900 
eyelid-lift patients over a 
ten-year period, more than 
one-quarter of the patients 
reported dry eye symptoms. 
Although this isn’t a compli¬ 
cation that should alarm plas¬ 
tic surgery patients (dry eye 
is very manageable with eye 
drops or ointments), patients 
should be made aware of this 
possible side effect, which is 
more common among those 
having both their upper and 
lower lids done. Pre-surgery 
tear analysis can help identify 
those who might have the 
most trouble with dry eye.
